It marks the 
man, and proves him to be worthy of the honor 
and assistance of every American ciiizen. 

The arrangements made here for bis recep- 
tion by the citizens, through their committee, 
were gotten up to exhibit, in the moat marked 
public manner, their respect for Kossuth and 
interest in his cause — that of national indepen- 
dence and civil and religious liberty. The dis 
patch above will disappoiut the wishes of our 
citisens in their desire to make the public ex- 
pression we have referred to, but that they will 
forego, m deference to bis wishes, convinced, 
as they must be, that they can more substantial- 
ly express their regard for him and his cause, by 
a d fUrent mode, than the one they had re- 
solved on.

Bostonians know so well how to furnish a ship. 
“And here, said he, is the Boston Centind, 
Major Kussel’s paper.” All doubts were now 
at an end: and while we had been partaking of 
fare to which we had long been accustomed — 
homely fare, but more weicorne on that account 
— the captain said: 

“If you are surprised at our short passage, 
so far up the Mediterranean, what will you 
cay when I tell you it is just sixty days sine 
the keel of this vessel was laid in Boston : 
but here we are!” 

We could scarcely credit it. 

“Nay, that’s not all, sir,” continued Captain 
Wyer. “On my \.-ay here, off Cagliari, I cap- 
tured two large British ships filled with valua- 
ble cargoes and ordered them for this port. — 
They will be here to-morrow morning.” 
“What! in a neutral port, in which the Brit- 
ish exercise unlimited influence? They will 
never permit us to sell the cargoes.” 

“Well, sir, we can only try.” 

Sure enough next morning early, lie ancient 
c ty of Tunis, honored once by the presence of 
Sc pio Afncanus, ‘Hannibal, and other distin- 
guished personages, known to history, was 
thrown into the greatest commotion on seeing 
two large and deeply laden ships entering the 
port, the stars and stripes floating over the umeu 
jack. It startled the British consul and all the 
corpt diplomatique, and we soon saw the whole 
bevy on horseback making for the palace. 

“I smell sulphur,” said the capiain. — 
“There’s a storm brewing, and we shall have 
it soon.” 

In an hour a message arrived by a Mameluke 
that we w em wanted at the palace. Alter mak- 
ing our toilet, Sidi Ambrosio, our chancellor, 
aDd Mustapha, the dragoman, were soon mount- 
ed, and off we paced at a moderate rale fur 
Bardo. The consular corps were all present 
when we entered the talla. The Bey, reclin- 
ing was usual on bis large crimson ‘cushions, 
as busily engaged combing bis long beard 
with a t irtoise snell comb, studdied with brilli- 
ants, and looking unusually grave. 

“What does all this mean, consul — two Brit- 
ish prizes entering our port, and for what pur- 
pose!” 

"To sell them, your highness!” 

•‘What? against our treaty with England?” 
“Certainly not, if there is such a prohibition 
in the treaty.” 

The Biilish consul, a most excellent man, 
unrolled the parchment, to which a seal of wax 
was appended, nearly as large as one of our 
wtstern cheeses, and commenced reading as 
follows: 

“It is further stipulated and agreed upon, 
’Jrat no European power at war with England 
shall be permitted to fit out privateers or other 
armed vessels to cruise against the commerce 
of Great Britain from, or bring prizes into the 
Tunisian ports.” 

“Well, sir,” said the Bey, what have you to 
say to that? Is it not full and exclusive?” 
‘•Entirely so, but it does not apply to us. We 
are not a European power ” 

“That, sir,” said the British consul, “is a 
mere evasion of the spirit of this section of our 
treaty. It was intended to apply, and does ap- 
ply, to all Christian powers.” 

“Very probably, sir; but we are not a Chris- 
tian power!” The whole court looked amazed. 
The Bey raised himself up from his cushions, 
took a hearty pinch of snuff from a splendid 
diamond box, and gave us an anxious and in- 
quiring look. 

“How will you make that appear, sir?” said 
the British consul. 

“Very easily, sir.” We then read the fol- 
lowing section from o»r treaty with Tripoli: 
“As the United States is in no manner a 
Christian government, and entertains no hostili- 
ty toward any denomination, it is hereby un- 
derstood that no disturbance shall arise between 
the two powers on any religious question.” 

It was useless to argue the point further. We 
did not in any shape come within the purview 
of that treaty, so permission was given to land 
the goods; and the ships and cargoes, consisting 
of every variety of merchandise, were sold in a 
single day. The consul sent for a British 
blockading squadron from Malta; but the pri- 
vateer slipped out of the bay, ran up the Archi- 
pelego, destroyed nearly two millions of British 
property, was chased round the Mediterranean 
by two ships of the line and two frigates, escaped 
through the Gulf of Gibraltar, and arnvtdhome 
safely.
